“God forbid: yea, let God be true, but every man a liar; as it is 
written, That thou mightest be justified in thy sayings, and mightest 
overcome when thou art judged.” (ROMANS 3:4)

SANCTIFIED, PRESERVED, & CALLED 
.. SANCTIFIED... PRESERVED...CALLED... (JUDE 1:1) 


| pray and trust that the LORD will let the reader—enter into the joy, 
comfort, and rest of His people, as HE let’s you hear the gospel of your 
salvation; looking at three things that distinguish every believer in the 
LORD. Every believer in CHRIST is sanctified, preserved, and called: 


SANCTIFIED 

The first characteristic that distinguishes every believer in the LORD 
JESUS CHRIST is that they are “...sanctified by God the Father.” 

This is our gospel beloved, our HEAVENLY FATHER has sanctified 
(separated) a people to give to HIS SON, made his possession before 
the foundation of the world. (PSALM 2:8, EPHESIANS 1:3-6; 1:13-14) 


PRESERVED 

The second characteristic that distinguishes every believer in the LORD 
JESUS CHRIST is that they are “...oreserved in Jesus Christ.” 

This is our gospel beloved, our LORD and GOD JESUS CHRIST 
preserves (keeps) all those the FATHER sanctified in eternity to give to HIM. 
CHRIST has made us his purchased possession. The SON said to HIS 
FATHER before the foundation of the world ‘I shall save my people from their 
sins’ (MATTHEW 1:27). The angel of the LORD declared “He shall” beloved; 
by the doing and aying of our LORD and SAVIOUR JESUS CHRIST; we 
are found without blame before HIM in love, preserved and kept by the 
power of our faithful GOD, JESUS CHRIST. (7 PETER 7:7-5) 


CALLED 

The third characteristic that distinguishes every believer in the LORD 
JESUS CHRIST, is that they are “called”. 

This is our gospel beloved, the FATHER has sanctified us, the SON 
preserves (and has preserved) us. Through HIS faithfulness we are kept 
by HIS power; and the HOLY SPIRIT calls us. And not just any call, 
beloved; it is a holy calling that is effectual! 

The HOLY SPIRIT declares that GOD “...hath saved us, and called us with 
an holy calling, not according to our works, but according to his own purpose 
and grace, which was given us in Christ Jesus before the world began,” 
Beloved in “the day of GOD's power” HE gives life to men and women 
individually; who are in one moment dead to GOD; who are in the next— 
quickened—made alive to GOD; exercising “reoentance toward God, and 
faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ.” (2 TIMOTHY 1:9, ACTS 20:21)

“ABIDE IN ME” 
... THE BRANCH CANNOT BEAR FRUIT OF ITSELF (JOHN 15.4) 

Our Lord said to His disciples, “Abide in me, and ! in you, as the 
branch cannot bear fruit of itself’ (JOHN 15-4). It is true that a person 
who is saved by God’s grace will remain saved forever; yet the 
scriptures are full of warnings to believers against UNBELIEF, against 
DRAWING BACK, against NEGLECTING THE WORD AND WORGHIP, 
against WORLDLINESS, and against LEAVING OUR FIRST LOVE! 
Here the Lord Jesus exhorts us to “ABIDE” in Him, which means to 
stay where we are. Abide (dwell) in His love, in His word, in His Spirit 
and fellowship. “As we have received Christ, so walk (live, abide, stay) in 
Him.” Let us forever be on guard against any influence (Whether 
material, social, or personal), which might hinder our fellowship and 
relationship with the Lord. | think of poor Esau, who satisfied his 
appetite but lost his blessing. Are we so foolish? Yes, we are! And we 
need to be constantly reminded of it. STAY where you are! Dwell in 
Christ and in His word, in His love and with his people. Don’t let 
anyone or anything come between you and Him. If you notice even 
the slightest decline in interest, desire, or thirst for spiritual growth, go 
with Jacob “BACK TO BETHEL.” (GENESIS 35:1-2)
